Bison vanished east of the 
Mississip p i ab out 1800, b ut the last 
wild sp ecimeru were killed in the 
west less than 50 years ago. Sixty 
years ago, at Kearney, Neb raska, 
there was a factory for canning 
b uffalo tongues. 
Buffalo 
rob es 
were the standard equip ment for 
every one who owned a horse and 
b uggy. Bales of raw b uffalo hides 
sold at 4 cents a p ound. 
From the 
b uffalo, 
the Indians 
got food, clothing and shelter, the 
hides b eing used in making tep ees. 
Hunted with arrows and lances, 
the enormous herds were never 
seriously affected b efore the com­ 
ing of the white man. Great lob o 
wolves 
followed the b uffalo as 
they moved up and down the coun­ 
try', and destroyed the weak and 
old. 
The white man made short work 
of this great natural endowment. 
As soon as a slight p rofit was dis­ 
covered in the mass slaughter, the 
leather markets of the world were 
glutted with the cheap hides from 
the 
American b ison 
and 
every 
farmer who wanted one could af­ 
ford a b uffalo overcoat. 
There was little enough sp ort 
in b uffalo hunting, and at times 
the p lains were strewn with the 
rotting carcasses of sp lendid ani­ 
mals, killed for their hides alone. 
The American Bison Society has 
made a close study of the history 
of the b uffalo. It is estimated that 
in 1870, the surviving herds num­ 
b ered ab out 14,000,000. The last 
census of b ison, in 1929, gave 3.385 
animals at large in the United 
States - living within the p rotec­ 
tion of national p arks and U. S. 
Biological Survey Refuges. It is 
estimated there are 14,969 in Can­ 
ada. 
It is not generally known, that 
b ison in its wild state never did 
b ecome entirely extinct. There re­ 
mains a herd of the original woods 
b ison near Great Slave lake, p er­ 
hap s 200 or 300, rarely seen 
b y 
white men.
